M. Police are prepared to 
farnieb all the usual ineans of co-opera- 
tion uch as pawnsbop circalars, cireolars 
of lost property, ciroulars of deportees ; 
alco of prisoners waoted for serious 
crimes. But the result of the offer to 
fornish these details bas resulted prao- 
tically in no advantage, 

On the other h the Force is 
always ready to aid the Chineso 
authorities in the arrest of criminals 
wanted by them who have taken refage 
within Settlement limits. It is seldom, 
that any such action is reqaired from 
this Force for the reason that the 
Chayei authorities seem to have pre- 
ference for the irregolar action of sending 
their own ranners, or men of even 
higher authority into the Settlement to 
take arrests themselves. 

The only siga of co-operation (which 
it is a pleasure to refer to) is that

HEALTH REPORT. 


In reply to the Senior Consal’s let- 
ter of July 13, regarding the Sanitary 
conditions in Chapei, it is well in the 
firet place to quote extracts from Dr. 
Stanley's report of December 23, 1908,

At the present time there is no 
attempt made to control infections 
disease, It is impossible to attach too 
mach significance to this omission in 
view of the Council Jaous and suc- 
cessful efforts in the Settlement against 
the risk of plague infection. House 
refuse appears to be usually dumped 
into any convenient pond, with the 
reeult that many of these are foul 
masees of corruption. The public 
rinals are fairly well built in placee, 
but are entirely neglected and the 
pablic Istrines are very insanitary. 
There is no supervision of food sup- 
plies. ‘No restraint is exercised in 
regard to dumping coffins. Creeks and 
stagnant pools are never attended to, 
thus nollifying our attempts to suppress 
the mosquito nvisance, Beggar boats 
and huts abound and the dreadful state 
of their surroundings in many cases| 
defies description, 

Tt can be stated in general way: 
that no satisfactory Sanitary measures 
‘are enforced by the Chapei suthorities

north side of the creek. ‘The bridge 
was accordingly built, and s road 20" 
marked as Markham Road Exteosioa 
was laid ont in a north-westerly dite 
tion to meet the new depot of the 
Sbangbai-Nanking Railway, near the 
Cantonese Cemetery. This was the 
first serious attempt to lay out » rood 
in this district. It was followed by 
attempt at improvement of the Stoot 
Bridge Road, a native thorooghisre o 
some importance connecting Sines with 
Kadidg and Nanxiang. This line of 


has, however, been a main role 


sj 
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of communication for very many years, 
and the fact of its being opened up 
should not (except as far as its widening 
is concerned) be confused with recent 
developments in Chapel. At a point 
in the Stone Bridge Road about 800 
feet south of the Railway, several large 
holes appeared in the centre of the road 
in June last. These were caused by 
the sinking of the subsoil, and more 
than one was as much as three feet 
‘across and one foot deep. From the 
personal observation of a member of the 
staff of this department, these holes 
existed for at least one week, and no 
measures speared to bave been taken 
to guard the approaches to them. 

ther lines of roads constructed or 
contemplated and varying in width from 
15 to 35 feet are shown on the sketch 
plan herewith, 

In only a very small degree have 
building operations followed the laying 
out of roads, in fact one might say that! 
development, even where it has taken 
place, is only skin deep, for one has only 
to probe the surface to te brought in 
contact with the most wretched condi- 
tions imaginable, 

Beveral of these roads have been 
constructed along lines of important 
drainage creeks, with a total disregard 
of the functions which those creeks w: 
intended to folfil. 

Stone Bridge.—Except for Markham 
Road Bridge the Stone Bridge is the 
only means of crossing the Soochow 
Creek above Thibet Road. 

In its present condition the bridge is 
quite unsafe for even pedestrian traffic, 
The deck planking is very rough and 
uneven and in places the planks are 
worn to a thickness of less than an 
inch. There are several holes through 
which o ite easily put a 
foot. 
and although some attempt has ap- 
parently been made to strengthen them 
(though not recently) they aro still 
unsafe, The railings are very shaky 
and in some places could be pushed 
over by ® couple of men. It may be 
remembered that in May, 1907, these 
railings gave way while a crowd was 
standing on the bridge, . 
hundred people were precipitated into 
the creek, of whom over fifty were 
drowned. 

‘Tho width of the bridge—19 feet— 
in not snfficient for the smount of 
traffic which passes o normal 
“times. Apart from this, the northern 
approach has been fenced in and access 
can only be had through a gate 8 feet 
wide, The Shanghai Tactai wrote to 
the Senior Consal on January 7, saying 
that the bridge was abont to’ be re- 
paired “ at an early date,” bat nothing 
has been done. In reply to this letter, 
the Council offered to defray half th 
coat of building » new bridge bat this 
offer has so far been ignored. 















































Apart from the dangerous condi-|b 


tion of the superstractare, the obstrac- 
tion to navigation and detriment to 
conservancy of the Soochow Creek 
caused by the stone piers are matters 
which deserve the most. serious con- 
sideration.

Chang, has personally 
visited Sbangbai in order to investigate 
the state of affairs and pat forth 
ntmost efforts to assist ; ia troth » 
blessing to the mercantile population of 
Shanghai. You traders should there: 
fore quietly go sbout your business, 
uniting yonr efforte to apport tht 
market, You mast not wrongly allow 
doubts to arise, which naturally cause 
alarm. 

I, as Taotai, bave the duty of noperrit- 
ing this region; if th 
difficalty in mercantile af 
‘in every care at once addren igh 
Anthorities, asking them to give esti 
factory protection.
